9M2  per  cent,  or  newly  oa»-tcnlh  of  tb*  total  ool- 
Wirrt  n.i  Pedfral  rpvrriue. 

The  inr^  nif  fax  tn  Can.ida  Is  not  coUectrd  in 
<n.  '  f]uiiiiblf  niHnner,  desp'.to  (he  host  of  offirifils 
employed.  Perhaps  the  clearest  Indication  of  this 
Is  roQBd  in  the  manner  In  which  the  rural  popu- 
lation 9K«pes,  not  altogether,  it  la  true,  but  In  an 
aatonniunf  way  in  oomparteon  with  the  wealth  of 
that  aecthui  of  the  community.  It  Is  estimated 
^ihat  In  1037  the  rural  population  of  Canada  com- 
prtted  55  per  cent  of  all  the  people  of  the  Do- 
minion. Its  srofis  wealth'  wa5  estimated  at  S8,000.- 
OOO.OOO:  Its  Income  at  $45,000,000.  In  rural  Canada, 
however,  the  amount  collected  Id  Income  tax  was 
only  $3MMk  ooft  of  total  Federal  income  tax 
collections  amoontlnf  to  WJSnjlA'l-  The  wheat- 
srowlxkc  proTtncca  of  thawMmteT.  in  campartaon 
with  population  and  In  comparison  u-Hh  Brtti.<^ 
Columbia,  do  not  eeem  to  pay  their  sharr  of  in- 
come tax  In  1927-1928  Mtoaltoba  paid  $3  Ml  -

If  the  figures  (Tuoted  are  any  criterion  the 
way  to  be  as  nearly  as  possible  exempt  from  the 
payment  nf  ineome  tax  is  to  become  a  farmer. 
This  freedom  has  one  good  point  In  that  ft  may 
attra<  E  people  to  the  land  as  a  means  of  liveli- 
hood. Bountiful  crops  make  little  or  no  appreci- 
able increase  in  the  amount  of  Income  collected 
from  rural  dweUers.  U  Is  the  dUes  that  conttnne 
to  pay  the  rast  bulk  of  the  ineome  tax  collected 
annually  The  collections,  therefore,  are  not  equi- 
table, even  In  proportion  to  the  fact  that  fiirm*  r.'i 
have  a  greater  variety  of  exemptions  than  uny 
other  class  of  the  community.  The  rural  conunun- 
Itf  la  tbe  backbone  of  the  country's  prosperity 
but  tts  eontrlbntlon  to  the  Federal  exchequer  tn 
Vb«  way  of  Inoome  tax  Is  very  far  from  commen- 
ittnta  with  tts  wealth.

There  are  aome  resolts  under  the  present  Qov- 
emment  tal  Vtnaln  which  are  likely  to  have  their 
effect  on  pubUc  opinion  in  the  general  election 
of  May  30.  The  cost  of  living  ha.s  fallt>n  IB  point.s 
since  1924.  lliat  affects  everyone,  and,  therefore. 
Is  a  source  of  cotmtry-wlde  satisfaction.  Perhaps 
no  other  country  can  show  the  same  result.  Dur- 
ing the  Oovemment's  term  of  office,  probably  dae 
to  the  reduetkm  in  the  cost  of  living,  the  savings 
of  small  investors  have  Increased  by  E17O,OO0MO. 
The  number  of  persons  who  have  b*=rri  brought 
within  tlio  benefits  of  trade  in-'^urjiri-r  has  In- 
creased by  591.000.  There  has  been  iiu  ni  r'  a.so  in 
capital  Investment  ^road  of  £83,000,000  and  in 
new  capital  issues  at  home  of  UO0J)0O.0O0.  Tlie 
Edinburgh  Scotsman  says: 

"Such  evidences  of  restoration  In  national 
prosperity  are  u-sually  regarded  by  the  Govern- 
menfs  critics  through  a  reversed  telescope,  even 
if  they  are  seen  at  all.  while  they  turn  a  mi.\gnl- 
fylng  glass  on  the  scar  of  unemployment  lest  It 
Should  saem  to  bo  oontraeted.  as  it  uaqoestion- 
ably  Is."

The  British  Board  of  Bdncatlon  raeently  ap- 
pointed a  oensUttatlTe  committee  to  report  on  the 
nature  and  supply  of  books  In  elementary  schools, 
nrtfriy,  thf  '.'AmmittfT'  l.-i  by  no  means  satLtfled 
ihat  the  \3>^nkr-  u.ied  ii;  thc^c  schools  are  good 
enough,  or  thai  there  r*re  enough  of  th«m.  and 
It  makes  vlgoroua  recommendations  by  which 
both  quantity  and  quality  may  be  Unproved.  Tlse 
sehools.  it'  appearib  are  sUU  hampered  by  the 
sorvtval  of  a  tradltfon  originating  In  very  differ- 
ent times  from  the  prteent.  when  schooling 
meant  primarily  Instnietlon  In  reading  without 
much  regard  for  the  matter  read,  and  when 
reading  was  almost  entirely  confined  txi  the  class- 
room. Since  those  primitive  days  the  world  has 
been  deluged  with  printed  matter;  books  and 
newspapers  are  everywhere,  and  mere  ability  to 
read  leads  nowhere  unless  with  its  amwWtUm 
the  foundations  are  laid*  of  good  taste,  discern- 
ment and  a  critical  attitude  towards  what  ap- 
pears In  print  From  this  slate  of  affairs  several 
consequences  flow  Nothing  can  be  too  good  for 
children  to  read,  either  in  class  or  out  of  it:  the 
love  of  good  books  most  be  enoonrafod  In  school 
and  at  home;  children  must  be  familiarised  with 
the  appearance  of  booksbetros  and  lad  to  make 
u.se  of  Ubrarlat  and  to  take  a  pnprtalafy  tataiest 
m  books. 

Books,  Ih*^  (■immllLce  admit,*;,  are  not  every- 
ItUng  In  education,  but  they  de^serve  the  most 
careful  choice  tn  cnn.vqupnce  of  the  spread  of 
tha  reading  habit.  "That  children  should  be  mas- 
t«B  of  the  printed  word,  not  Its  staves  or  dupes," 
Is  the  Ideal.  Tlie  committee  Is  particUUrly  oon- 
cemed  to  see  that  the  children  are  Introdneed  to 
the  beat  of  a  great  library  Inheritance,  and  It  U 
far  from  confining  its  recommendations  to  what 
has  to  be  read  in  acliool.  In  school  It  suggests 
that  valuable  opportunities  are  often  lost.  It  has 
been  told  by  witnesses  that  recent  generations 
of  children  show  leas  and  less  acquaintance  with 
the  trmdlttonal  and  UlDfltrnttTe  oommonplaees  of 
English  literature  Knowledge  of  the  language 
»nd  of  the  contents  of  the  Bfble  la  decllninft.  and 
:hi.s  weakens  the  ariulf'-  powr  (  i  tind'^rstaiK! 
the  great  Enghsli  cltt.«ic4  and  Impoverishes 
lancoage  and  fee  Unit  "  Tliat  la  partly  beeausn  the 
Blbla  is  too  often  unsuitably  prlntad  for  ebU- 
drtB*B  use.  and  better  prinlad  adftlons  of 
fi^arate  booka  ara  aoeordinity  reoofnmended>  aa 


IS  tLhuj  ti.  good  ttiblc  auUiuluKy,  but,  there  sliuuUl 
be  no  auempt  to  "water  down  th«  Bum  mofy 
Into  other  worda."
